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Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
Tonbridge  Rural  Sanitary  District 

in  1900. 


The  Area  of  the  Tonbridge  Rural  District  was  altered  in  the  course 
of  the  year  1900,  a  portion  of  it  having  been  transferred  on  November  9th 
to  the  Borough  of  Tunbridge  Wells,  viz.,  part  of  Rusthall  comprising 
an  area  of  97  acres  and  having  an  approximate  population  of  1,000,  and 
St.  Peter’s  Estate  with  an  area  of  43  acres  and  a  population  of  about  400. 

This  Report  deals  with  the  unaltered  area  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Population  of  the  Tonbridge  Rural  District  was  estimated  by 
the  method  adopted  by  the  Registrar-General  to  be  18,289  at  the  middle 
of  1900,  showing  an  increase  of  60  since  the  middle  of  1899. 

Four  hundred  and  eighty-three  births  were  registered,  consisting  of 
253  of  males  and  230  of  females,  and  giving  a  Birth-rate  of  26*4  per 
1,000  of  population,  as  compared  with  26*8  in  1899  and  23*5  in  1898.

The  number  of  registered  deaths  amounted  to  339,  including  178  of 
males  and  16  j  of  females.  Of  these  100  occured  at  the  Union  Workhouse 
and  4  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  91  of  these  deaths  were  those  of 
persons  not  belonging  to  the  District,  including  travelling  hawkers  and 
non-resident  hop-pickers. 

The  Death-rate  was  13*5  per  1,000  of  population  as  compared  with 
16*4  in  1899  and  13*1  in  1898. 

Of  the  total  339  deaths,  18  were  caused  by  one  or  other  of  the  seven 
principal  Zymotic  diseases,  viz.,  5  by  Measles,  1  by  Whooping-cough, 
1  by  Scarlet  Fever,  4  by  Diphtheria,  1  by  Enteric  Fever,  and  6  by 
Diarrhoea.  Of  these  2  deaths  occurred  at  the  Union  Workhouse,  being 
those  of  persons  not  belonging  to  the  District,  viz.,  1  of  Enteric  Fever 
and  1  of  Diarrhoea,  and  further  two  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  were  those  of 
non-resident  hop-pickers  at  Horsmonden. 

The  Zymotic  Death-rate  was  0*7  per  1,000  of  population,  as 
compared  with  i*i  in  1899  and  1*2  in  1898. 
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The  Infant  Mortality,  i.e ,  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under 
one  year  of  age  per  1,000  registered  births  was  hi,  as  compared  with 
126  in  the  previous  year  and  137  in  1898. 


During  the  year  1900,  the  birth-rate  throughout  England  and  Wales 
taken  as  a  whole  was  28*9  (the  lowest  on  record)  ;  the  general  death-rate 
18*3  ;  and  the  Zymotic  death-rate  2.00  per  1,000  of  population.  The  rate 
of  mortality  amongst  infants  under  one  year  of  age  per  1,000  registered 
births  was  154. 

Excluding  the  100  large  towns  of  England  and  Wales  the  general 
death-rate,  the  zymotic  death-rate  and  the  infant  mortality,  were 
respectively  17 -5,  1*57  and  138. 


It  is  thus  seen  that  the  rates  compare  very  favourably  with  those 
generally  obtaining  during  a  like  period,  and  the  Vital  Statistics  may  be 
regarded  as  very  satisfactory. 


NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 


It  should  be  noted  that  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Extension 
Act,  1899,  came  into  operation  on  January  1st,  1900,  making  the  notification 
of  those  infectious  diseases  mentioned  in  the  Infectious  Disease 
(Notification)  Act,  1899,  compulsory  throughout  the  country. 

It  of  course  makes  no  change  in  this  or  surrounding  Districts, 
where  the  Act  had  already  been  adopted. 

Under  the  combined  Acts,  now  to  be  cited  as  the  Infectious  Disease 
(Notification)  Acts,  1889  and  1899,  69  cases  were  reported,  as  compared 
with  127  in  the  previous  year.  They  consisted  of  24  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  32  of  Diphtheria,  8  of  Enteric  Fever  and  5  of  Erysipelas. 

Scarlet  Fever. — The  majority  of  cases  occurred  during  the  last  six 
months  of  the  year,  viz.,  5  in  June,  2  in  July,  5  in  August,  4  in  September, 
1  in  October  and  2  in  December,  whilst  5  were  reported  during  January, 
so  that  the  District  was  entirely  free  from  the  disease  during  the  months 
of  February,  March,  April,  May  and  November. 

The  cases  were  notified  in  the  several  parishes  as  follows  : — 

In  Ashurst,  2  cases  ;  in  Brenchley,  4  ;  in  Capel,  2  ;  in  Hadlow,  7  ; 
in  Horsmonden,  1  ;  in  Speldhurst,  7  ;  and  in  Tonbridge  Rural  Parish, 
1  case. 
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Twenty-two,  or  over  90  per  cent,  of  the  cases  of  this  disease  were 
treated  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Capel— an  excellent  record  for  any, 
and  especially  a  Rural  District — with  only  one  death,  that  of  a  little  girl 
aged  2\  years,  who  was  received  from  Hadlow  in  January  and  who  died 
on  February  4th. 

The  Scarlet  Fever  death-rate  was  therefore  only  *05  per  1,000  of 
population,  that  for  Rural  Districts  and  smaller  towns  throughout  the 
country  having  been  -io.

One  of  these  cases  was  notified  as  Membranous  Croup  in  December 
in  Tonbridge  Rural  Parish. 

Four  deaths  resulted  from  the  disease  altogether,  3  of  which  occurred 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  viz.,  1  in  each  of  the  months  of  June,  August 
and  November,  and  the  fourth  death  occurred  in  the  Tonbridge  Rural 
Parish  in  June. 

Over  56  per  cent,  of  the  cases  were  treated  in  Hospital.

The  Diphtheria  death-rate  was  *2  per  1,000  of  population.

Typhoid  Fever. — Only  8  cases  were  reported,  the  same  number  as 
in  the  previous  year,  i  in  each  of  the  months  of  March,  April,  August 
and  December,  and  4  in  November,  so  that  the  District  was  free  from  the 
disease  during  seven  months  of  the  year. 

The  cases  occurred  4  in  Capel,  1  in  Brenchley,  1  in  Hadlow,  1  in 
Hildenborough,  and  1  in  Lamberhurst. 

The  cases  in  Capel  occurred  all  in  the  same  family  and  the  disease 
was  spread  by  gross  carelessness. 

None  of  the  above  cases  ended  fatally,  but  one  death  was  caused  by 
the  disease  at  the  Union  Workhouse,  being  that  of  a  non-resident,  and 
the  case  was  notified  to  the  district  to  which  the  patient  belonged.  The

Erysipelas  produced  5  cases  only,  1  in  each  of  the  months  of 
February,  May  and  November,  and  2  in  August. 

They  were  all  notified  from  Brenchley  and  none  ended  fatally. 

The  ages  of  the  patients  varied  from  25  to  65  years. 


NON -NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

Measles  was  prevalent  during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  causing  4 
deaths  ;  2  in  January  at  Hadlow,  1  in  February  at  Horsmonden,  1  in 
April  at  Hildenborough,  and  the  fifth  death  occurred  in  the  last  named 
parish  in  September. 

The  ages  varied  from  6  months  to  2  years. 

Whooping-cough  caused  only  1  death  at  Brenchley  in  September, 
being  that  of  an  infant  under  1  year  of  age. 

Diarrhoea  caused  6  deaths,  1  in  January  at  the  Workhouse,  1  in  July 
in  Tonbridge  Rural  Parish,  1  in  August  and  2  in  September  at  Horsmonden 
and  1  in  October  at  Hadlow. 

The  2  deaths  in  September  were  those  of  the  children  of  a  non¬ 
resident  hop-picker. 

All  the  fatalities  were  at  the  extremes  of  life. 

Influenza  caused  3  deaths  in  January,  1  in  April  and  2  in  May, 
occurring — 3  at  the  Union  Workhouse,  2  at  Horsmonden  and  1  at  Capel. 

The  ages  varied  from  32  to  70  years. 
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HOSPITAL  ISOLATION. 

Forty-three  cases  of  infectious  disease,  24  of  males  and  19  of  females, 
were  treated  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  consisting  of  22  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  18  of  Diphtheria  and  3  of  Enteric  Fever,  i.e .,  62  per  cent,  of  all 
notified  cases  were  removed.

Four  deaths,  1  from  Scarlet  Fever,  and  3  from  Diphtheria  occurred 
at  the  Flospital. 


The  first  death  (Scat  let  Fever)  occurred  in  February,  being  that  of  a 
little  girl  removed  from  Hadlow. 


The  second  death  occurred  in  June,  the  third  in  August  and  the  last 
in  November,  the  patients  having  been  removed,  1  from  Tonbridge  Rural 
Parish  and  2  from  Brenchley,  and  were  all  due  to  Diphtheria. 

The  longest  stay  in  the  Hospital  was  72  days,  the  shortest  20  days, 
and  the  average  stay  43  days. 


I  inspected  the  Hospital  on  several  occasions  and  have  every  reason 
to  be  satisfied  with  its  condition  and  management. 

About  three  years  ago  I  made  a  considerable  number  of  experiments 
with  the  old  hot-air  disinfector,  using  maximum  and  electric  thermometers 
and  testing  its  efficacy  in  destroying  bacteria  placed  within  varying 
numbers  of  layers  of  blankets,  etc.,  and  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  your 
Council  that  it  was  inefficient  except  for  surface  disinfection,  and  that  a 
steam  disinfector  was  necessary  for  penetration  into  thick  materials, 
pillows,  bedding,  etc. 

As  so  many  other  urgent  things  were  required  at  the  Hospital,  viz., 
laundry  improvements,  temporary  provision  of  water,  extension  of  nurses’ 
accommodation,  new  ambulance  and  coach-house  for  same  (all  of  which 
have  been  supplied),  this  matter  had  to  remain  in  abeyance  until  the  past 
year,  when  it  was  settled  that  a  new  modern  disinfector  should  be  provided. 
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In  September  last,  your  Chairman,  Surveyor,  and  myself  inspected 
two  patterns  of  steam  disinfector  which  have  been  working  side  by  side 
at  Brighton  for  some  years,  and  after  carefully  inquiring  into  the  matter, 
your  Council  have  decided  on  purchasing  one  of  Defries’  “  Equifix  ”  steam 
disinfectors  (7ft.  by  3ft.)  and  it  is  now  on  order. 


The  South  Kent  water  supply  (a  recent  analysis  of  which  is  given 
further  on)  has  now  been  laid  on  from  Five  Oak  Green  to  the  Hospital. 
This  supply  is  really  the  Mid-Kent  water,  which  the  South  Kent  Company 
buy  in  bulk  and  distribute  according  to  the  powers  of  their  Act. 

The  provision  of  a  good  constant  supply  at  the  Hospital  will  be  of 
great  advantage,  as  with  the  greatest  care  the  well  water  could  not  be 
kept  up  to  a  satisfactory  standard  of  purity  owing  to  the  nature  of  the 
ground  and  the  highly-manured  hop-gardens  closely  surrounding  the 
Hospital  premises. 


Necessary  repairs,  including  painting  of  the  outside  of  the  Hospital 
have  been  carried  out. 


INSPECTIONS. 


A  number  of  inspections  have  been  made  by  me  during  the  year,  in 
addition  to  visits  to  houses  in  which  infectious  disease  had  occurred  and 
have  included  inspections  of  dilapidated  cottages  (Rusthall),  Elementary 
Schools  (Hildenborough,  etc.),  stream  and  sewage  farm  ( Hildenborough), 
dilapidated  dwellings  (Five  Oak  Green),  Isolation  Hospitals  (Capel  and 
Dislingbury),  private  sewage  outfall  (Ashurst),  water  supply  (Pembury, 
Paddock.  Wood  and  neighbourhood),  insanitary  cottage  reported  as  unfit 
for  the  performance  of  vaccination  (Lamberhurst),  hopper  houses,  etc. 


My  attention  was  again  called  during  the  hop-picking  season 
(September  15th)  to  a  consignment  of  fish  at  Paddock  Wood  Station,  and 
I  inspected  15  boxes  of  kippers,  which  were  unfit  for  food.  As  there  was 
no  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  consignee  to  sell  them,  1  did  not  recommend 
any  legal  action,  and  the  fish  were  all  destroyed  under  the  direct  super¬ 
intendance  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  Poole). 


Hop-picking  was  carried  out  under  favourable  circumstances  and  but 
little  disease  occurred  among  the  pickers. 


It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  resort  to  legal  action  with  respect 
to  Bakehouses,  Dairies,  Cowsheds  or  Slaughterhouses. 
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DRAINAGE. 


A  small  scheme  for  dealing  with  the  sewage  of  the  village  proper  of 
Brenchley,  has  been  carried  out  by  your  Surveyor,  Mr.  Harris.  The 
ultimate  disposal  is  by  broad  irrigation.  Two  tanks  are  employed  and 
these  discharge  by  means  of  Adams’  automatic  syphon. 

It  has  been  decided  to  apply  for  power  to  constitute  Paddock  Wood 
into  a  special  drainage  area.  This  large  hamlet  in  the  parish  of  Brenchley 
is  still  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  state,  in  fact  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that 
no  time  should  be  lost  in  adopting  a  sewerage  scheme. 

During  the  year  Erskine  Park,  Rusthall,  has  been  sewered,  the 
sewage  passing  into  the  Tunbridge  Wells  system.  On  November  9th 
last,  a  part  of  Rusthall  (including  this  new  piece  of  sewerage)  was 
transferred  into  the  area  of  the  Borough  of  Tunbridge  Wells. 

The  villages  of  Langton  and  Speldhurst  can  very  well  be  drained  in 
a  combined  scheme  and  plans  are  being  prepared  with  this  object  in  view. 
A  proper  drainage  system  at  both  Langton  and  Speldhurst  is  urgently 
needed. 


The  land  for  a  new  sewage  farm  at  Hildenborough  has  been  purchased 
and  sufficient  of  the  loan  taken  up  to  pay  for  it. 

A  Local  Government  Board  Inquiry  was  held  by  L.  H.  Tullock,  Esq., 
at  Pembury,  on  July  25th,  1900,  into  the  subject  matter  of  an  application 
to  borrow  £1 5,000  for  the  purpose  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  in  the 
parish  of  Pembury. 

In  order  to  mitigate  the  evils  caused  by  inefficient  drainage  in  several 
parts  of  the  District,  and  to  tide  over  the  time  until  suitable  schemes  can 
be  carried  out,  two,  and  latterly  four  sewage  vans  of  an  approved  type 
(Gates  of  Gravesend)  have  been  brought  into  use  in  several  parishes  with 
very  beneficial  results. 

The  parishes  of  Pembury,  Langton  and  Speldhurst  form  one  area, 
while  Brenchley  (including  Paddock  Wood),  Hadlow,  Capel  and 
Horsmonden  form  another,  and  each  of  these  areas  has  two  vans  allotted 
to  it  and  a  separate  set  of  men.

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WATER. 


An  extension  has  been  made  by  the  Tunbridge  Wells  Corporation 
(the  Rural  District  Council  of  Tonbridge  guaranteeing  a  percentage)  to 
Speldhurst,  and  a  further  extension  is  to  be  made  through  Stockland 
Green  to  Southborough,  where  it  joins  the  other  Tunbridge  Wells  main, 
thus  forming  a  4-inch  circulating  mam  of  about  four  miles  in  extent. 

An  extension  of  the  South  Kent  Water  Company’s  Mains  (the 
District  Council  guaranteeing  a  percentage)  has  been  made  from 
Branbridges,  East  Peckham,  to  Five  Oak  Green,  and  thence  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  a  distance  of  about  four  miles. 

There  is  also  under  discussion  a  proposition  to  extend  to  Brenchley 
and  Matfield. 

The  South  Kent  Company  are  also  (without  guarantee)  laying  mains 
to  Golden  Green  and  Hadlow,  and  the  same  supply  is  also  available  at 
Horsmonden. 


Tt  is  thus  seen  that  very  good  work  has  been  done  during  the  year 
towards  improving  the  water  supplies  of  the  District.

It  was  found  necessary  to  advise  the  closure  of  the  following  Schools 
on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  infectious  disease  : — 

Hildenborough  Schools  from  January  1st  to  January  15th  on  account 
of  Measles  ;  and  again  from  May  29th  to  June  12th  on  account  of  German 
Measles. 

Board  School,  Hadlow,  from  January  2nd  to  February  12th  on  account 
of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Measles. 

Board  Schools,  Horsmonden,  from  February  27th  to  March  23rd  on 
account  of  Measles. 
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All  Saints’  School,  Horsmonden,  February  27th  to  March  23rd  on 
account  of  Measles. 

Lamberhurst  Schools,  from  March  12th  to  April  2nd  on  account  of 
Mumps. 

Mr.  Poole’s  Report  of  work  carried  out  in  his  department  during  the 
year  is  appended. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  Statistical  Tables  at  the  end  of  this  Report 
are  somewhat  different  from  those  of  former  years.  The  four  new  Tables 
have  been  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board  in  place  of  the  two 
headed  “  A  ”  and  “  B  ”  which  were  until  recently  in  use,  with  a  view  to 
facilitate  record  of  a  minimum  amount  of  statistical  information  of  the 
sort  desired  by  the  Board.
